I • Mr* Moore assigned for two and oue-haif years 
a* FAO in a email town of 4©, ©0© In Thailand 35© mile* north 
of Bangkok with five to seven local employee*. The poet is 
email and ho frequently substituted for the Coneul. The town 
in which ho wee located contains few Ara*ricaas~princlpaUy 
ten American missionaries. 

2* Hie main activities involved motion pictures, 
library and the exchange of person# program. He is not 
aware of any local use of VOA, although local radios do pick 
op Radi® Bangkok aad BBC. Hie preee activity was very 
minor, the two or three local newspapers using only a small 
amount of local interest material. He had some success with 
exhibits in schools and fairs. 

3* Mis policy guidance was obtained from the country 
paper and a paper setting up hie targets. Emphasis is shifting 
from attention to media to concentrating mi Hie success with, 
which tfdtA is reaching the Thai/mind. His guidance from 
II MS was based on (a) government by local provincial officials 
reporting to Bangkok, and <b) a relatively few professionals 
and tradesmen - as the main "molders of opinion. ** The

4. Ho stated that HIS material was helpful bat by no means 
adequate for a full understanding of the people although it had 
some information on all pertinent subjects. SomTofihe nS 
material contained gaps which ho felt could host ho filled by 
on-the-spot research. He expressed doubts, however, that 
we really had suglcient understanding of the Thai to know how 
influence operates. He felt Thailand's friendship far the U. 3. 
was baaei on how much aid it might obtain and jjug gos tod «>» »> 
question of Thailand’s rosistanco to the Chinese C ommuni sts 
is uncurtain. One is impressed that Mr. Moore thinks the Thai 
would not resist.
